"Well, it's party hoi," answered a 


lake e»ptain in one of the ferry-dock 
saloons yesterday; "but it wn't nodiing 
to the gammer of 1836.

to ISO degrees when banging against 
the -water-butt. The boys used «p 728 
palm-leaf fans on one trip that year. On 
one of our trips down we were becalmed 
for three days on Lake Huron. We got 
it there, and no mistake." 


f'Purty hot, eh?" 
''Well, I'm an old man, and I don't 


care to go to lying at this day, but I'll 
tell you a few solemn facts. 
Kvery sail 


on ttiat schooner smoked and smoldered 
till they fell to pieces on deck and left 
us undefcbare poles' Yes, sir, we hadn't 
a rag aloft as big as your hand. That 
was just at sunrise in the morning, and 
within an hour we had to wet down 
decks to prevent them burning. I went 
down-stairs to consult the thermometer, 
and it lay on the floor, all melted into 
a chunk of glass and tin! Then I began 
to realize how hot it was and I got 
frightened."

water a white squall struck the schoon- 
er and down she went. 
It was all over 


in a minute, and air and water were hot- 
ter than ever. I struck out for the 
Canada shore, over 100 miles away, 
knowing that it was sink or swim, but 
in half an hour I was safe."

"Well, no," replied the Captain, as he 


scratched his leg, ''I struck an iceberg 
and climbed up into a cave near the top!

LOUISVILLE, July 19.—At a meeting 


of the Board of Health this afternoon, 
tbe ruiea and rcgqi*ti»ns of the Sanitary 
Council of the MitniftsipjS Valley wen 
adopted. The rules relate to the in- 
spection of steamboats carrying passen- 
gers and freight from the river and gulf 
ports to the interior, and to the more 
effective quarantining of the railroads. 
The regulations touching tbe railroads 
require extreme sanitary care of depots, 
stations'! round houses, car 
shops, 


grounds, water closets, and privies, 
which must be daily inspected by_ the 
local railroad agent or official, who is to 
use difinl'ccting material every week, 
where it is necessary. 
The points re- 


lating to quarantine are important, and 
are as follows:

CAIRO, 111., July 19.—An effective 


quarantine against Memphis by river 
and railway was declared here yesterday 
afternoon, and no passengers from Mem- 
phis, or their baggage, will be allowed 
to come into the city after this date. 
No steamboats from Memphis will land 
or discharge passengers or frieght, and 
no trains will be allowed to cross the 
river. Passengers from Memphis are to 
be placed in a separate car and brought 
across and through the town without 
unlocking. 
A requisition was made 


last night on the National Health 
Board for means. Quarantine grounds 
at Island No, 1 were selected this 
morning. 


Dr. Kauch is, just at noon, in receipt 


of a dispatch from Memphis, announc- 
ing six new cases of fever this morning. 


CAIRO, ILL., July 19.—Reports of 


the spread of yellow fever at Memphis 
create alarm, and further developments 
arc anxiously waited. Quarantine re- 
strictions against boats and trains from 
below went into operation at 6 o'clock 
this evening. Dr. Kauch and members 
of the local board of health went down 
to Island No. 1, and quarantine build- 
ing* will probably be erected thereon 
immediately.

WASHINGTON, July 19.—The colored 


exodus from North Carolina to the 
West has begun. 
Five colored men 


passed through here yesterday 
from 


Warren county, in that state. They 
represent that an oppression worse than 
slavery exists there. The colored men 
arc robbed of the fruits of their labors, 
and contracts for crops are broken after 
tbe labor has been performed. 
These 


five persons tell the same pitiful stories 
that are told by the colored men who 
have escaped from the 
Mississippi 


Valley. One of these negroes siyg 
that he entered into an agreement to 
work land on shares. He was to be 
supplied with the necessaries of life 
till the crop could be divided. 
Every- 


thing went smooth until the crop got 
well under way, when the party with- 
drew ihe supplie? and compelled him lo 
leave ihe tract. He- lost all the fruits 
of his labor, and the landholder realized 
the full benefit of it. 
He heard of the 


exodus movement, and went to Weldon, 
where he obtained some books and 
papers upon the subject. 
When he re- 


turned the neighbors were aroused 
against him, and refused him work. 
He found that he was to be driven out, 
so he started on foot, and after walking 
seventy-five miles he took the cars. He 
states that a colored man is starved, 
threatened, and bribed into voting the 
Democratic ticket. Those who have a 
little property and will not be bought, 
find just before election day that a pre- 
tended assessment, generally heavy, 
has been assessed against their property, 
and, nnless it is paid, they cannot vote. 
By such procedure as this they manage 
to keep the colored vote, and the elec- 
tion goes Democratic.
